On  January  13,  Dr.  Bissell  was  in 
Toronto.

During  the  ten  days  that 
intervened  he  survived  the  most  exacting 
schedule  since  his  appointment  as 
President.

Coast  of  the  United  States,  took  him  to 
Winnipeg,  Regina,  Saskatoon,  Edmonton, 
Calgary,  Vancouver,  Victoria,  San 
Francisco,  and,  finally,  Los  Angeles. 
Awaiting  him  at  each  stop-over  were  red 
carpets,  fatted  calves,  and  a hard  day’s 
work.  Here,  for  example,  were  the 
Regina  arrangements:

3.30  p.m.:  Television  appearance
